POLICE IDENTIFY KILLER OF WALSH’S SON 


HOLLYWOOD, Fla. A serial killer who died more 
than a decade ago is the person who decapi- 
tated the 6 -year-old son of ‘America’s Most 
Wanted” host John Walsh in 1981, police in 
Florida said Tuesday 

The announcement brought to a close a case 
that has vexed the Walsh family for more than 
two decades, launched the TV show about the 
most notorious criminals and inspired changes 
in how authorities search for missing children. 


“Who could take a 6 -year-old and murder 
and decapitate him? Who?” an emotional John 
Walsh said at Tuesday’s news conference. “We 
needed to know. We needed to know. And 
today we know. The not knowing has been a 
torture, but that journey’s over.” 

The suspect, Ottis Toole, had twice con- 
fessed to killing Adam Walsh, but later recant- 
ed. He claimed responsibility for hundreds of 
murders, but police determined most of the 


confessions were lies. Toole’s niece told John 
Walsh that her uncle confessed on his death- 
bed in prison that he killed the boy 

Hollywood Police Chief Chadwick Wagner 
said Tuesday that after a fresh review, there 
is no new evidence in the case that began on 
July 27, 1981. Still, he concluded pedophile and 
serial killer Toole abducted and killed the boy 
27 years ago. 

Wagner said if Toole, who died in prison 12 
years ago, was still alive, he would be arrested 
and probably convicted of Adam’s murder. 

Adam Walsh was on a shopping trip with 
his mother when he was snatched from a Sears 
store at the Hollywood Mall on July 27, 1981. His 
severed head turned up two weeks later in Vero 
Beach, and his body has never been found. 

Over the decades a half-dozen names, 
including that of serial killer Jeffrey Dahmer, 
have emerged as suspects, but Toole has always 
been at the top of the list. 

Toole died in prison of cirrhosis of the liver. 
The self-described transvestite claimed to be 
a cannibal and was the lover of infamous Texas 
serial killer Henry Lee Lucas, ap, south Florida

More than half of the loss of 
landlocked ice in the past five years 
has occurred in Greenland, based 
on measurements of ice weight by 
NASA’s GRACE satellite, said NASA 
geophysicist Scott Luthcke. Since 
2003, when the NASA satellite started 
taking measurements, Alaska has lost 
400 billion tons of land ice.

Kids raise 
hands to 
ask Obama

A dozen grade schoolers got their 
own chance to quiz President-elect 
Obama onTuesda}^ getting an earful 
on such issues as longer school days, 
how it feels to be on television, and 
even the first pupp/s “business.” 

“How will you feel when you move 
to the White House?” one child 
asked. 

“Fm going to be excited,” Obama 
said, explaining that he would have 
a “pretty nice office” in the shape of 
an oval when he got to Washington. 

Obama was joined by Vice 
President-elect Joe Biden and Arne 
Duncan, Chicago schools chief and 
Obama’s pick for education sec- 
retary, after a news conference at 
Dodge Renaissance Academy 

Obama met with them in a library 
at the academy They sat on the car- 
pet in front of him, each eagerly 
raising their hands to ask questions 
and discuss what they were learning 
in school. 

“Decimals,” Obama replied to 
one student. “Wow, Joe doesn’t even 
know his decimals,” he joked about 
Biden. 

Not all the questions were light- 
hearted. One child, who said a cous- 
in was serving in Iraq, asked Obama 
about the troops overseas. 

“One of the things that I prom- 
ised I would do is to try to bring this 
war in Iraq to an end,” Obama said, 
adding that he hoped to have them 
home in about a year and a half. 

Another asked Obama what he 
would do to represent the efforts 
of civil rights leader Martin Luther 
Kingjr. 

“Dr. King used to talk about the 
fact that, you know, no matter what 
your job is, you want to do your best,” 
Obama said. ‘And right now your job 
is to learn, so when you guys are in 
class you got to make sure you’re 
working as hard as you can.”

OBAMA PRAISES DUNCAN AS REFORMER WHO CAN IMPROVE SCHOOLS

Hundreds of thousands of children in this 
country do not learn and eventually drop out of 
school. That is Arne Duncan’s problem now 

Duncan, Barack Obama’s choice for secre- 
tary of education, confronted the challenge 
on a smaller scale as head of Chicago Public 
Schools for the past seven years. He managed 
to raise test scores and graduation rates, and he 
improved the quality of teaching. But, still, the 
problem is not solved. 

Obama acknowledged as much Tuesday as 
he announced his selection of Duncan. But 
he also chose to highlight Duncan’s approach 
by choosing a Duncan turnaround story as 
the backdrop for the announcement— Dodge 
Renaissance Academy Duncan closed the 
perennial test score cellar-dweller in 2002 and 
then reopened the school with new staff, an 
overhauled curriculum and more teacher train- 
ing. Within years, test scores there soared. 

“Look, we’re not going to transform every 
school overnight,” Obama said. “But what we 
can expect is that, each and every day, we are

thinking of new, innovative ways to make the 
schools better.” He called it “morally unac- 
ceptable” not to do better. 

The 44-year-old Duncan, like Obama a 
Harvard alumnus, ran an education nonprofit 
on the South Side before working in the public 
school system under former chief Paul Valias, 
now the schools chief in New Orleans. 

Duncan said he is “deeply, deeply grateful to 
be part of the Obama team” and touted educa- 
tion as the nation’s most pressing issue. 

“It is the civil rights issue of our generation. 


And it is the one sure path to a more fair, equal 
and just society,” Duncan said. 

The new administration must do its work 
under the umbrella of No Child Left Behind, 
the accountability law that prods schools to 
improve test scores each year so that every 
student can read and do math on grade level 
by the year 2014. 

Obama pledged during the campaign to 
overhaul No Child Left Behind, yet it remains 
unclear how much of the law Obama would 
actually undo. 

At least some Chicago teachers said they 
were disappointed with the pick. “I don’t 
believe Mr. Duncan’s model is a model for 
America,” said Deborah Lynch, a teacher at 
Gage Park High School and a president of the 
Chicago Teachers Union from 2001-2004. 

Lynch criticized Duncan’s strong advocacy 
for charter schools, which tens of thousands 
of students now attend. She accused him of 
dismantling of the public school system on 
which so many poor children depend, tribune

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Clash over potential special election 


SPRINGFIELD Republicans have launched a 
political ad campaign demanding a special 
election to fill the Senate vacancy that Gov 
Blagojevich allegedly tried to sell, hoping to 
pick up a seat they had no shot at before the 
scandal. 

Democrats, after initially supporting such 
an election, this week canceled a vote on the 
matter and backed away in the name of good 
government. Republicans say Democrats are 
simply afraid of losing the election, particu- 


larly if a potential backlash arises from the 
criminal charges against Blagojevich. 

President-elect Obama was pulled into the 
dispute Tuesday when Obama refused to say 
whether he supports a special election. The 
RNC said Obama “punted” rather than take 
a position on a vital issue. 

The battle over Obama’s seat unfolded as a 
special Illinois House committee met for the 
first time to consider impeaching Blagojevich, 
who is accused of trying to auction off the 


seat to the highest bidder. 

The panel’s review is expected to include 
the criminal charges against Blagojevich as 
well as a long list of other possible wrongdo- 
ing during his six years in office. 

The committee met only briefly, postpon- 
ing any real action until the governor’s attor- 
ney arrives Wednesday Ed Genson’s remarks 
to the panel could give the first hint of wheth- 
er Blagojevich intends to fight every step of 
the process. Blagojevich kept up his routine 


Tuesday of leaving for his Chicago office 
without commenting to reporters parked 
outside his home. 

Minutes later, a Chicago judge delayed 
indefinitely the sentencing of jailed political 
fundraiser Antoin “Tony” Rezko, probably 
adding to Blagojevich’s problems. 

The delay appeared to signal that Rezko’s 
on-again, off-again relationship with the fed- 
eral prosecutors investigating Illinois govern- 
ment was on again. 


Interesting 
lawsuit, 
if it flies 

A Florida couple are suing United 
Airlines for “negligently” over-serv- 
ing alcohol during a flight from Osaka, 
Japan, to San Francisco, saying the carri- 
er’s drinks fueled the domestic violence 
involving the two shortly after their 
plane landed. 

Fortified with Burgundy wine alleg- 
edly supplied at 20 -minute intervals 
by United crew members during the 
December 2006 trip, Ttbichi Shimamoto 
became so inebriated “that he could not 
manage himself,” according to a lawsuit 
filed Dec. 5. Shimamoto was arrested, 
accused of disorderly conduct and bat- 
tery after he struck his wife, Ayisha, six 
times, injuring her face and upper lip as 
they were heading through US. Customs 
in San Francisco, the complaint said. 

The lawsuit is highly unusual and will 
likely hinge on whether Chicago-based 
United, in effect, operated a flying bar 
that’s subject to the same legal liabilities 
as earthbound drinking establishments, 
legal experts said. 

At issue: whether laws that hold bars 
and restaurants responsible for harm 
caused by intoxicated patrons apply 
when the bartender and drinker are fly- 
ing at 40,000 feet across international 
territory 

Responded United spokeswoman Jean 
Medina: “We believe that a lawsuit that 
suggests that we are somehow responsi- 
ble for the consequences of a passenger’s 
physical assault on his own wife is with- 
out any merit whatsoever.”

Two armed 
robbers 
escape bank 

Two armed robbers took over a Bank of 
America branch in Riverside on Tuesday 
morning, but the holdup was cut short 
when a passing cab driver called police 
to report seeing customers lying spread- 
eagle on the bank floor, authorities said. 

The call led to a two-hour neighbor- 
hood lockdown as police and FBI agents 
swarmed the building and searched its 
three levels before realizing that the ban- 
dits, including a possible third getaway 
driver, had escaped. A manhunt for the 
three men continued Tuesday evening as 
investigators reviewed the bank’s security 
cameras for clues identifying them. 

At least five employees and two custom- 
ers were inside the bank during the take- 
over, authorities said. No one was hurt. 

The standoffbegan when police arrived 
and the bank manager informed them 
that he had not seen the bandits leave the 
building at 3300 Harlem Ave. As SWAT 
team members from 30 neighboring 
suburbs searched the building, authori- 
ties placed a nearby elementary school 
on lockdown and cordoned off several 
blocks. 

Authorities also halted traffic on the 
Burlington Northern Santa Fe Metra line 
to keep railroad crossings clear for officers 
arriving from other communities. Police 
arrived by 9:30 a.m., but there was no sign 
of the bandits. The manager said he didn’t 
see the men exit, prompting a search of 
the two-story building and its basement. 

The men escaped with money, but 
police wouldn’t say how much.

Fed thinks big by slashing 
key interest rate to new low 


WM WASHINGTON In a radical move, the 
Federal Reserve slashed its key inter- 
est rate to a record low on Tuesday and 
vowed to use all the weapons at its disposal 
to fight the worsening recession, which has 
dragged down consumer prices and home 
construction. 

The Fed created a new target range for 
its federal funds rate so that it will hover 
between 0.25 percent and zero. That dra- 
matically lowers the Fed’s targeted rate, 
called the federal funds rate, which had 
stood at I percent. 


AT A GLANCE 

Slammed by the financial crisis, worried 
banks have hoarded their cash and been 
extremely reluctant to lend money to 
customers. Fearful consumers, watching 
jobs vanish and their investments tank, 
have sharply cut back their spending, 
including on big-ticket purchases like 
homes and cars that involve financing. 


The bold move surprised economists, 
most of whom were predicting the Fed 
would cut the funds rate in half to 0.50 


percent. The funds rate is the interest 
banks charge each other on overnight 
loans. 

With the Fed’s key rate dropping to 
rock-bottom levels, the central bank is 
moving into uncharted territory 

Nonetheless, Fed Chairman Ben 
Bernanke and his colleagues made clear 
that the central bank isn’t running out of 
ammunition to fight the worst financial 
crisis since the 1930s. It is exploring using 
tools — other than rate cuts — to revive the 
economy 


Out of the 
flame broiler, 
into the fire 

Burger King’s “Whopper Virgins” ad cam- 
paign is the company’s latest salvo in its long 
food fight with rival McDonald’s. 

But it appears to have missed the mark. 

Critics have heaped a super-size helping 
of scorn on the ads, suggesting it smacks of 
“corporate colonialism,” “cultural bullying” 
and the worst kind of Ugly Americanism. 

The ads use the familiar blind taste test for- 
mula, but with a twist: 

“What happens if you take remote Chang 
Mai villagers who’ve never seen a burger, who 
don’t even have a word for burger, and ask 
them to compare Whopper versus Big Mac in 
the world’s purest taste test?” the voice-over 
solemnly intones. “The Whopper Virgins will 
decide.” 

The Chang Mai villagers are Hmong people 
from northern Thailand. Inuit villagers from 
Greenland and peasants from the Transylvania 
region of Romania also have been recruited to 
sample the burgers. 

But the Whopper project has left a bad taste 
in the mouths of many who have seen it. 

Barbara Lippert, a columnist for Adweek, 
called the ads “culturally tone-deaf” 

But Russ Klein, Burger King’s president of 
global marketing strategy, defended the cam- 
paign in a news release: 

“During a time when consumers are crav- 
ing it most, honesty and transparency are the 
heart and soul of this campaign.”

Dripping sweat and gasping for breath, lo big 
men shimmy and shake to the beat of Justin 
Timberlake’s “SexyBack.” Flabby arms and 
thunder thighs move in syncopated unison. 
Bellies jiggle and wide hips wiggle in what 
looks like a cross between elephant ballet and 
some strange, sumo-style striptease. 

When the music stops, the choreographer 
shakes her head in dismay 

“Unacceptable!” barks Kim Tyler, a thin and 
graceful woman who looks a bit like a butter- 
fly amid a herd of rhinos. “Way too sloppy 
Let’s do it again!” 

Two hours before showtime, this is the first 
run-through of the night for the Matadors— 
the tubby, all-male dance troupe that pro- 
vides oversize entertainment at Bulls games. 
Standing at the half-court line of the United 
Center, Tyler wants to see a little more heart 
from the men and a lot more belly 

“I need to see the shirts come all the way 
up,” she yells, instructing the men to flash the 
full girth of their tremendous torsos. “Rub 
your stomachs! Over-exaggerate! Make this 
bigger!” 

Bigger? Weighing in at roughly 300 to 400 
pounds each, these heavyweights are nothing 


if not big. They have arms like enormous ham 
hocks, legs the size of tree trunks and bellies 
with monster truck-size spare tires. For 10 
performances each season, these men wobble 
and whirl across the hardwood, waving their 
chubby fists in the air, shaking their sizable 
booties. 

“It’s a calling, that’s what it is,” said Tyrone 
Boozer, a 46 -year-old, 5-foot- 6, 298 -pound 
shipping and receiving clerk. 

And in an odd sort of way, parading around 
in goofy outfits and flashing their stomachs in 
front of 22,000 people has helped boost the 
men’s self-esteem. 

“The whole object of {being a Matador] is to 
be who you are and have fun,” said A 1 Cruz, a 
5-foot- 9, 270-pound Chicago bus driver. “I’ve 
always been self-conscious about my weight. 
But I’ve learned to come to terms with my big- 
ness. When we do pull up our shirts and show 
our lovely selves, it’s like saying, Tt’s OK to be 
big.’ It’s like saying, ‘See me, love me.’” 

Love them the fans certainly do. Before 
each game, the Matadors walk the concourse 
of the United Center, where they’re mobbed 
by fans giving them high-fives, cheering, ask- 
ing for photos, requesting autographs. (The 
adoration helps make up for the lousy pay; 


Matadors make just $30 per performance, 
plus two tickets for friends and families.) 

And the players like them too. T^rus Thomas 
sometimes makes small talk. Andres Nocioni 
often pauses to shake hands. Joakim Noah 
sometimes signals hello by rubbing his belly 

The Matadors have become one of the most 
well-known squads, appearing on ‘America’s 
Got Talent,” “Live With Regis and Kelly,” and 


“Inside Edition” and ESPN2. And earlier this 
year, Disney optioned a script, prompting 
talk of a movie deal. 

On a recent game night, the men gathered 
in a small locker room littered with cans of 
Coke, half-eaten bags of popcorn puffs and 
an empty bucket of Kentucky Fried Chicken.

In “The Watchmen ” Dr. Manhattan is 
ciairvoyant and can also teleport. Which abil- 
ity would you rather have? 

Adam Engers: Clairvoyance kind of 
scares me. Teleportation can be used in 
a good way, but it can also be used to 
quickly escape something you should con- 
front face to face. It’d be great if you’re in 
the middle of a riot and you just want to 
get out. 

I can see your somewhat unpredictable 
music inspiring confusion from an audience. 
What reactions do you usually get? 

Matt Engers: A lot of times after we play 
shows, a lot of people are like, “Man, that 
was hilarious.” 

AE: We played one show with Alkaline 
Trio. And {singer Matt Skiba] came up to us 
after our set.

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Is your TV ready 
for the big transition?

Here’s a spooky scenario: It’s Feb. i8 and you’ve 
just plopped down onto the couch after a tough 
day at work. 'You grab the remote and click on the 
T'V^, yearning to slip away into ‘American Idol.” 
Only instead of casting your tired eyes upon the 
bubbly visage of Ryan Seacrest, you find yourself 
gazing at ... 

A screen full of fuzz and snow. 

An alien takeover? Not quite. It’s the avoidable 
consequence of TV’s great digital transition. 

At midnight on Feb. 17, 2009, the nation’s net- 
works will stop broadcasting analog signals and 
switch completely to digital. That move will have 
no effect on most households, which already watch 
digital programming. 

But the estimated 9 million Americans who still 
rely on those old metallic rabbit ears or rooftop 
antennae will have to make some changes or risk 
losing access to their favorite shows. 

'We realize you might have some questions about 
this, especially if you’re shopping for a TV this 
holiday season. 

Fortunately, we’ve got some answers: 


Are they doing this to annoy us? 

It just seems that way. Federal law has mandat- 
ed the switch to digital broadcasting. Not only 
will it offer more programming options, it will 
free up the old analog airwaves for public-safety 
needs such as police, fire and ambulance ser- 
vices, as well as advanced wireless services for 
consumers. 

Do I have to do anything? 

Not if you have a digital TV or a TV hooked up to 
cable or satellite service. 'You are already ahead of 
the curve and are free to continue vegging out on 
the couch. 

But if you’re still using rabbit ears or a rooftop 
antenna, you have the following options: i.) Buy 
a digit al-to-analog converter box and connect it 
to your analog TV; 2.) Buy a digital TV (a TV with 
a built-in digital tuner); 3.) Subscribe to a cable or 
satellite pay service; 4.) Ditch TV altogether and 
take up reading. 

How do I know whether I have a digital TV? 

First, wipe off the multiple layers of dust on the 
back of your set and look for labels that might con- 
tain the terms “DTV” or “Built-in digital tuner.” 

If you own an HDTV set, you’re fine. And if you 
were looking to replace your old TV set anyway (a 
perfect holiday gift to yourself), keep in mind that 


all sets built in the U.S. since 2006 are equipped 
with a digital tuner. 

If you have any doubts about the status of your 
TV, contact the manufacturer and have your model 
number handy 


What is a digital-to-analog converter box and what 
does it do? 

It’s a wondrous plug-in device that receives and 
magically converts digital signals into a format for 
display on an analog TV (Note: 'You do not need to 
wait for the DTV transition date to connect the 
converter box to your TV.) Installation instruc- 
tions can be found at digitaitips.org. 

Converter boxes are available at electronics 
stores and generally cost from $40 to $70 — or less 
than you’d pay for the series DVD set of “The 
Sopranos.” 


If I’m buying a new TV, does it have to be an 
HDTV? 

Absolutely not— even though the salesper- 
son at the big-box store might not tell you so. 
High-defmition (HDTV) and digital TV are 
not synonymous, and regular digital TV sets 
are much less costly 

On the other hand, if you want the sharpest 
picture available then, by all means, fork over 
the extra bucks for that snazzy fiat-screen.

What’s a budget-class HDTV? With prices sinking 
almost as fast as the Dow, sometimes it’s hard to tell. 

Sharp spares the consumer any confusion with 
its LC-52SB55U, part of an entry-level LCD series 
positioned below the company’s slick Aquos line. 

The first giveaway after the plastic-fantastic bezel, 
is the screen size-to-price ratio: It’s a52-incher, origi- 
nally $2,200, now closer to $1,700 but spotted for 
$1,200 during the recent Black Friday frenzy When 
it was introduced late this summer, the average 52- 
inch set cost closer to $3,500. 

The second giveaway, a combination of old and 
new technology: It has high-definition’s fullest reso- 
lution (10 8 op) but LCD’s older, and maligned, 60- 
hertz refresh format. These sets update a screen’s 
pixels 60 times a second, but movies and most DVDs 
are filmed at 24-hertz, or 24 frames per second. 



For the money, the LC-52SB55U produced an 
extremely good picture. It did not pop like some 
HDTVs, though, because it couldn’t display the 
deepest blacks. (The deeper the black level, the 
richer the colors and more dimensional the pic- 
ture.) And typical of LCD sets, the picture became 
washed out on off-angle viewing.
